Speaking ol machinery,
ho says "It Is not labor-saving but
wealth-producing, and the great prob-
lom lor workingmen la how to bo adjust
themselves to the new order ol things as
to reap their lull ahare of the benefits
ol it."
Whatsoever things may bedone better

or more rapidly by machinery will as

certainly displace the hand work as the
tides will ebb and Uow. TIiIb i« the
plain teaching of every day exporionco.
The commercial valuo of a new machine
onco established, no opposition can pre¬
vail against it. Nor should opposition
prevail, lor tho reason given by Mr.
Powderly, that machinery Is wealth-
producing.

If tho displacomont of labor by ma¬

chinery were absolute and final and as
It relates to the laborer, overy new in¬
vention in machinery would impair tho
wage-earning power. But here again
exporionco comes in to teach that while
the displacomont may work a temporary
disadvantage to the laborer iu the in¬
dustry Immediately affected, boloro lone
more persons are euiployoiHn-that in¬
dustry and at hotter wages than before.

Still there is nood of intelligent asso¬

ciation of labor on right principles, that
the greed of the employer may not do-
grade tho man to tho dead lovol of tho
machine ho operates.

A mechanical drawing class was ad¬

dressed lost evening in University hall,
Sixth street, by Mr. Johu Jarrotton tho
subject of practical education, and in
the courso of his remarks some very in¬
teresting facts wore dovolopod in regard
to prospective technical education iu
Pittsburgh. Ho said, In substance:
When 1 look around hero at your tool#

and tho carolul hands guided by the
steady eyo of youth, mv heart is do-
lighted. The great desideratum of edu¬
cation is technical education, and 1 need
not to explain further than to say that
toohnlcal education Is necessary to 1111
up the gap loft by our modern education
in the arts and Bcionces.
I myself did not get oven a common

school education, leaving school as I did
when 11 years old. I became a puddler,
and performed this labor for many years,
when I finally became a little more am¬
bitious, and went to work learning
something tochnical about my trade.
No sooner had I done this than I found
demand formy services from many chan¬
nels, of which I had hitherto ne>or
thought, and my increased knowledge
advanced me not only in my own esti¬
mation, but in tho estimation ol my
There aro many puddlors to-day In this

city who know almost nothing technical
of tho process of puddling. Ask them
Wlmt has taken place as thoy throw tho
pigs of iron in tho flame, and then pud¬dle the molten metal, and they cannot
u.11 vou. Ib it, then any wonder that
they aro discontented witnthoir lot; die*
contentod bocauso they work without
any Interest in what they are doing? Is
it any wonder that they are always look-
nir forward for an indefinite Bomotbing
-what thoy know not? Tho very tools
you ubo teach tho eyo and give you a
Steady hand, and as you learn, you grail-
ualW come to understand your work by
means of this education, and become
more intereflted in conBequence.

Itis not necessary to state why tho re¬
quirements of the day demand technical
education, for, as machinery takes the
nlace of manual labor, tho mini is called
In to help the physical forces. In chem¬
istry there are but few men who aro
vorBod. I maintain that wo all should
know more or less about this science.
There is no roaaon why wo should ho

dependent upon one man, but overy
reason why everybody Bhould have
technical knowlodgo ou tho subject.
Compare the textile Industries of this
country and huropo, and you will find
that bore tho workman is familiar with
only ono branch of his calling, aud when
ho fecoivos a thorough kno^edgo of all
the branchcB you make him master of
tho situation. And when you educate
yourselves thus, you aro masters of tho
